"Since his Reformation, T have taken 
yery great delight in his Converſation, 
and never went from him, bat with

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thers Father had by his continual labor in Husban= 
dry,arriv'd tothe height of a Farmer, then the head 
of his Kinred : ſtanding upon one of his own Mole. 
Fills, Ambirion fo ſwell'd him, thar he ſwore by his 
Plow-ſhare,chat his eldeſt Son (my Father) ſhould 
be a Schoviard 5 and ſhould learn fo long , till he 
could read any printed or written hand; nay, and 
ifeccalion ſhould ſerve, write a Bill or Bud. 

It was never known that any of the Family could 
diftinguiſh one lJerter from another , neither could 
they ſpeak above the reach cf their Horlcs under- 
ftandings.

Greek or Latine Sentence , when talking wich the 
poor ignorant old Man ; who rook wonderful de= 
lighr in the meer found thereof, When my Farhec 
ralkr at any time, they were all as filent as mid- 
nighr; and then would my Grandfather wich much 
admiration becken ro the ſtanders by, ro give their 
greateſt atrention, ro whar the Speaker as lirtle un< 
derftood as his Azditors, In oftencation he was 
carried rothe Parſon of the Pariſh ro diſcourfe with 
him ;- who by good fortune underſtood no other 
Tongues bur what his Mother raught hims My 
Facher perceiving that, made Shozlderamutton and 
Katathumpton ſerve for very good Greek; which 
the Parſon confirmed : relling my Grand-farhec 
further , char his Son was an excellenc Scholar ; 
proceſting thar. he was ſo deeply learned , chat he 
ſpake chings he underſivod nor. 
He had nor been long in the Countrey , before 
Genclewoman raking notice of his external and in- 
ternal Qualifications, fell deeply in I6ye wich him;

It is ſtrange 
the Clymare ſhon{d have moreprevalency over the 
naritft of the Narive,chan the diſpoſition of the Pa- 
For though Father and Mother could net- 
ther ſfatcer, deceive, revenge, equivocate, &c, yet 
the Son ( as the confequence hath fince made it 
appear) can (according to'the common cuſtom of 
{ns Countrey-men ) diſlemble and ſooth up his 
adverſary wittrexprefſions extrated from Celeſtial 
Mannag1taking hisadyantage chereby co rtine =

For to ſpeak the truth , I'could never yet love any 
bur for ſome by-reſpet, neither could I ever be 
zerſwaded intoa' pacitication wich that man wh: 
Pad any way Injured me, never reſting fatished rill 
1 had accompliſhed a plenary revenge , which'I 
commonly effected under the pretence of grear love 
and Kindneſs. Chear all I dealc withal , though 
the matter wereever ſo inconſiderable, Lye ſo na- 
turally, chara miracle may be as ſoon wrought, as 
a Truth proceed from my mourh. And then for E= 
quivocation, or mental Reſervations, they were - 
ever in me innate Properties. Ir was always my 
diſpofition rather to die by the hand of a common 
Executioner,than want my revenge,though ever ſo 
ſlightly grounded. This is che nacure of an Iriſh- 
man; bBur Ft ſhall deſiſt here ro charatterize him 
furcher, reſerving him for another place. - | 

Four years after my Birth, the Rebellion began 

Jo unexpectedly, that we were forced to flee in the 
night ; the light of our flaming Houſes, Ricks of 
Hay , and Stacks of Corn, guided us out of the 
Town, and our Fears foon conveyed us tothe 
Mountains.

Eing abour five years of age , Report rendred 

me a very beautiful Childe, being enrichr with 
all che good properties of a handſom face, had nor 
pride in that my tender age depriv'd me of irs grace 
or chiefeſt ornament, Thus it hapned, My Father 
kepr commonly many Turkeys; one among the reſt 
could nor endure the ſight of a Red Coat, which I 
uſually wore : But rthar which moſt of all exaſpera- 
red my budding pafſion,was his affaulting my bread 
and butrer, ard inſtead thereof, ſomerimes my 
hands; which cauſed my bloomy Revengeto uſe 
this Stratagem. J enticed him with whar I had 
in my hand ro the Orchard-gare , which was made 
to ſbur with a pulley ; hereaching in his head afcer 
me, I immediately clapr faſt che Gare, and ſo ſur- 
prized my mortal Foe, Then did I] uſe rharlittle 
ſtrength I had ro bear his brains out with my Cat- 
ſtick; which being done, I deplunt'd his tayl, ſtick- 
ing thoſe fearhers in my Bonner, as the inſulting 
Frophies of my firſt and lateſt conqueſt, Such then 
was my pride, as I nothing bur gazed up ar rhem 3 
which ſo tryed the weakneſs of my eyes, and fo 
ſtrained the Optick Nerves, that my eyes ranatilc 
at one another , as if they contended to ſhare with, 
mein my victory, This accident was no ſmall trou- 
ble co. my Mother , chat ſo doted on me , that I 
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have ofcen heard her ſay, She forgot to eat (when 
I. ſaje at Table ) for admiring the ſweetneſs of my 


eomplexion.” 


This proved no laſting damage to my beaurteous 
countenance - for though for the preſent it eclipſed 


the glory ofmy face, yer time reduced my eyes to | 


their proper ſtation ; ſo thar within fix yearsthe 
bliquiry of my eyes aſpets were hardly difcerna- 
ble. Nay, I have heard ſome ſay , that this caſt of 
my eyes was ſo far from being a detriment , thar it 
became my ornament. Experience confirm'd me in 
this belief : for they proved as powerful,as the per- 
tfwalive arguments of my deluding tongue*; both 
which conjoyned, were ſufhcient (I ſpeak ir nor 


vain-gloriouſly ) ro prevail even over the Goddeſs of 


Chaſtity ; eſpecially bring backr on-with ardent de- 
fires, and an undaunted reſolution.

Foul- 
neſs of weather droye us upon the Coaſt of France, 
where we were forced to land , rarepair what da-- 
wage the Ship had fiiſtained in ſtreſs of weather. 
{From France we ſer fayl,, and landed in the Welt ot 
England, Here we were joyfully received,and well 
onrertained by ſome of my Mothers kindred ar firit: 
bur lying upon them, they at length grew weary ; fo 
rhat we were forced-ro gofrom thence to fome ©:

He key a fer= 
rant, who conſtantly atcendet( below the receprion 
of ich , whocame for ſatisfattion in the Aſtrulogi- 
cal Reſulurion of Queſtions, This mans Ofitce was 
ro tell che Querenc, Tyat his Matter 245 buſte ahove, 
gut ſome grand concern , but if thefperſon world bo 
pleaſed to wait a little white , ti! that Uni niſy was 
diſpatched ;, he nwftioned not Ent that bis Matters 
would render him a ſatitfaQory account of robat he Ate 
manaed : Adding tarcher,(ro infiiſe inro fm faith, 
to credir what he (aid) That therrzoh report a4 
(poxen Jargely , and yet nothing bur whar this 
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Artiſt hath merited) yet all came far ſhort of bis reg 
deſert ., baving done [uch ſtupendious things ; that muſi 
weeds ( without injuſtice) be commemorized to Eternity, 
and admired by fature ages. In the meantime , rhis

robbing : ſeeing now the wretchedneſs of thar 
courſe of life, and being ſenſible of the injury Z 
have done my Country, { looked upon my felt as 
bound to ſatisfie the debt 1 owe to you, to the ut- 
termoſt of wy power,which reacheth to an act nor 
more ſatisfa&tory, than good advicehow to avoid 


| tholedangers which roo many of late days have 


fallen into, fince Dammee Plumes 'of Feathers 
came in faſhion. Firſt chen, if you carry a charge 
about you, make x nor knownto any,and conceal 
the time of your departure in your own breaſt; 
for it is a cuſtom no leſs common than indiſcreer 
and fooliſh, among ſome ſort of perſons, to bleze 
abroad among their reputed friends, the time of 
their intended journey, and vaingloriouſly make 
them acquainted with what confiderable (ums 
they ſhould carry with them z by which-means 

che 
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the Son hath ofcentimes betrayed the Father,and 
' one friend another,by informing or complocung 
with ſome of the Padding ſociety ; the ditcoverer 
ſharing(for giving notice of the prize)one quarter 
or more of the gain he betrays, when but tor this 
fooliſh humour they had not been way-lay'd, A.

Thief is ſure co bribe; and the laſt, in expeRati- 
on of a ſhare with them (as it is fo ordered) or in 
hopes that the major parc of what chey gec ſhall 
be profuſely ſpent in his houſe, gives them items 
where the booty lies, Eſpecially be ſureon the 
road to aſſociate with none. bur ſuch as you finde 
inclined rather to leave your company then keep 
ic ; forthey axe very ſuſpicious perſons,and ofcen- 
times prove dangerous,that preſs inco your ſocie- 
ty, and are very inquiſitive co know whither you 
intend, ſpinning out rhe time wich many imper- 
' tinent queſtions. Bur if you weuld know whether 
the ſtrangers incentions be honeſtly inclined, 
take occalion to make ſome ſtay 3 oblerve you nn 
the mean time their motion : for if they make an 
halc, or alighr, ſo that you may overtake chem, 
follow at a diftance ; bur if cheir pace be (o (low 
thac you needs muſt overtake them, look about 
you, and provide for your ſafety, for there is no 
ſurer ſymptom of an Highway-man chan ſuch 
purpoſed delays. The other uſual marks of ſuch 
Maths be thele; they commonly throw a great 
Leaguer-clozk over cheir ſhouldiers , covering 
cheir face,or elſe they have viſibly diſguiſed their 
faces in ſome manneror other. Now of latethey 
finde. very uſeful a Vizard in every reſpeRt On 
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for the largeneſs)like the a-/a-mode Vizard-masks 
fo much worn by Genelewomen, who endeavour 
to conceal che ſhame of their wanton a&ions by 
abſconding their faces. ?f you meer with any who 
have none of cheſe things, as ſoon as they come 
ſomewhat near you,fix your eye full in cheir face: 
if they curn their keads from you, keep your di- 


flance,and ride from chem with what expedition 


you can;but being ſurprized by any you know, be 
very careful that you difcover it not totbem; for 
theſe Deſperado's never chink themſelves ſecure, 
tillchey have prevented your giving intelligence, 
by cutting aſunder the rhread of your life.Obſerve 
whether their beards and hair of cheir head zgree 
in a colour, and are not counterfeit: and be ſure 
to beware of him chat cides in a Monnrier-cap, 
and of ſuch as whiſper ofc; orof any one fingle 


perſon that intrudes into your companyzfor that 


1s one way;they have toenſnarethe Traveller:he 
will tell you a great many mercy and facetious 
ſtories, meerly to ingratitate himſelf with you 3 
which having obtained, he fhews-himſelf more 
than ordinary civil, and ſo fearfutof any thing 
that may prejudice his new acquaintancegthat he 
no ſooner eſpies ewo riding toward' them, bur he 
apparently crembles, and will preſently queſtion 
his new friends, - what charge chey have: abouc 
them: if lictle,the beſt way were to'yetld ro chtſe 
approaching perſons, if Thieves, rather than ha- 
zard alife ; but if ir be any ching _conftderablehe 
will preſently vow'tobe true to chem, and rather 
than they ſhould comes to any dangeror lofs, he 
will fight wich them 2s long 2s he hath breath.

ſuddenly ſtart out and lay hold on your bridle- 
As for the nobler ſort of Rogues, this they believe 
2a5an undeniable Maxime, that none will ride by 
night chat are worth che robbing. Beſides, they 
are oblig*d to take their Inn betimes, leſtchrough 
miſtruſt chey ſhould be apprekended : Moreover, 
they hardly dare adventure in the dark, becauſe 
they cannot diſcern what dangerous defences the 
aſſailed have, as Piſtols, or other private weapons 
in readineſs, nor ſee their own advantages: and 
withal, it will be no difficult matter to convey in 
the obſcurity of the night, whac they have undiſ- 
covered, into ſome ditch, Chuſe to cravel in by- 
roads,for it is a general rule with High-way-men, 
to keep their ſtarion on the greateſt Roads, thac 
of the number thar pals by, chey may ſele& ſich 
35 they think will prove the richeſt boocies. Here 
now as a Corollary, take notice of a fool:ith cu- 
ſtom ; Some when chey ride by any place that 
commonly ſpeaks danger, they will buſtle up co- 
gether ide by tide, which'is the uſual overikrow 
of (uch.

F you are robbed,there is no help bur ro indea- 
vour toſurprize the Thieves by a ſri purſuit; 
Therefore let no Kemora or delay deter yqu from 
obtaining your wiſh, and ſo ſeize them chat ſo 
lacely (ſeized you. In che firſt place, ſcowre the 
next Road, nor fireight before, but either on the 
righr or left-hand; for they know Hue and Cries 
never croſs the paſſages, bur go ſtraight along. If 
m ſo doing you miſs chem, then conclude chey 
are fhelcred in ſome Inn which you have paſt, and 
therefore. you muſt ſer ſome careful Spies, with a 
ſufficient aſſſtance.near at hand,and be confident 
you will ſee them come that way, without the 
leaſt apprehenfion of fear, or fear of apprehenh- 
on. But this obſerve,that if they light of any con- 
ſiderable ſum, then do they ride that night to 
their general Rendezvous in Loxdoz, which 1s too 
ſure-a-ſhelcer for them : but obſervably take no- 
tice, for here is as eminent an example of cheir

effet, which are palpable grounds for ſuſpicion. 
[tis their cuſtom likewiſe, co ask, Whole horſe is 
that? or, What 1s the owner thereof ſtanding by ?

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that their Cloak-bags are for the moſt part empty, 
carrying them only but to make a ſhew. Nexr, 
the Chamberlain conducting chem co their 
Chamber, he is preſently diſmiſt ; bur let him 
hearken, and if they are High-way men, *cis ten 
co one but they fall co ſhare what chey have pur- 
chaſed that day ; «nd he ſhall ſee every one raking 

is dividend, as well as hear che money, if he buc 
narrowly pry intothe Chamber. This they never 
defer, left he which hath che purſe ſhould cheat 
the reſt. But above all, for their diſcovery, make 
this trial; Cauſe one to knock haſtily ar the gate, 
giving him inftrugions in the mean time that at* 
cends on them, to obſerve their carriage then, 
and he ſhall ſee them ſtarc and ſtare in each others 
face with gaſtly looks, being ſtruck with fear and 
amazement : ſpeak ſo that they may hear you, 
ſeemingly co ſome or other in the houſe, asking 
what Officers thoſe are? what is their bulineſs ?

disburden my conſcience, by excrafting from me 


a general ingenious confefſjon of what enormous 


crimes I had commicred. Finging this perſon to,

ſole companions were now deſpair and fear, for 
the King of fearis death; and indeed there is no» 
thing abſolutely fearful, buc what tends to death; 
and 1 am confident, the fear of death i; worſe 
chanthe pains of death: for, fear of death kills us 
ofren, whereas death it ſelf can do it but once, 
Life would nor be croubled with too much care, 
nor death wich coo much fear, becauſe tears be- 
tray , and cares diſorder thoſe ſuccours which 
Tealon would afford to both : and though ſome 
ſay, he is more (orrowful than is neceſſary, that

Ar the mouth here- 
of,are four ſtairs aſcending by degrees 3 the ficlt is 
of iron, the ſecond of braſs, the third of falver, 
and che laſt of gold : Oa thee acre liccle children 
ſporting up and down, playing, fearleſ(s, and in- 
apprehenſive of falling. The fight ofchis Emblem 
of Eternity inculcated inco my thoughts this in- 
terpretation : The Den, which was botcomleſs, 
lpnified co me the incom prehenſibility of Ecerni* 
ty ; the circumferating Serpent, Time ; the young 
man, Nature ; on Earch and Hell are her arrows 
faltned; but in Heaven there is the Harp, fulneſs 
of joy, and pleaſures inexpreſſible : The old man

Flookt upon to be Fate; the grave Matron, Pro-

Now , now is the time, every 
hour, every moment : now one part of an hour

Whatis Ecerniry? Itisa duration always preſenc; 
{is one perpetual day; which is not divided into

| itis an age of ages, never expiring, and never 


changing : Or, more properly, it is a beginning 
continuing, never ending, always beginning, in 
which the bleſſed always be:gin a bleſſed lite, in 
which che damned always die, and afcer all 
death and ſtruggling cherewith, always begin a- 
2ain ro die. AS Hell-corments are eternal, (o will 
the conſcience be perpetually cormented with 
deep and horrid deſpair for che life palt : Their 
norm ſhill nor die. The Poers of old alluded 
to this place notably, inthat Fi&ion or Fable 
of Tyiius , whom Vzrgil feigneth, thar a flying 
Vulcure every day gnaws and tears his Liver, 
which is every night again repaired and made up, 
that every day che Vulcuce may have more mat- 
terto prey upon, Whar is chis Valcure, but the 
worm | ſpeak of ? and what is his Liver, but the 
conſcience always gnawn and cormenced? Nor 
only this (as he that preachr my Funeral-Sermon 
toid meJbuc all the corments of the damne{\ thall 
never have end, becauſe there cau be no place 
for 
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for ſatisfaQ@tion : 

ble corments ſhall continue many millions 
years ; yerſhall chere not one hour, no, not one 
minute of reſpite be granted : Let us then be no 
.Jonger forgetful of our (elves, and ſo degeawate 
into beafts, but ſeriouſly to confider our end, and 
what ſhall come after.All men arein the way of E- 
ternity,but I am now almoſt at my journeys end: 
I fic on che Stairs of Ecernity,expeCting when one 
ſmall chruft ſhall plunge me into the bottomleſs 
pic, where one hours puniſhment ſhall be more 
grievous,(as Thomas a KempisſaithYthen 100 years 
herein the bictereſt 6frorments :; There chey are 
tortured for infinite millions of ages, & are ſo far 
from finding an end, as never to be able ro hope 
for any end. The conſideration of the(« things 
brought me co chat paſs,as I was content to ſuffer 
any thing in this life,ſo that | mighr not ſiifferin 
the life co come. Though a King,1 ſhould willing- 
ly and patiently have endured what Andronicus 
did, Emperour of the Eaſt; who (as Hiſtory re- 
lates ) being overcome and taken priſoner by 
Tſaac Angelo, had immediately rwo great chains 
| of iron pur about his neck; and being laden 
with fetters, was brought before Iſaac, who de- 
livered him over to the rage of the multitude, to 
be abuſed at their pleaſure. This rabble being in- 
cenſt and ſtimulated on by revenge, ſome buffered 
him, ſome baſtinado'd him, others pulled him by 
the beard, ewitching the hair from his head, 
daſhing our his ceeth, dragging him in publick 
chrough che ſtreets : the inſolence of women was 
ſuch, as to fall upon him, leaving the marks of 
their nails in his [Imperial face.

Here did che 
noſt impuder:t crew,and baſe among the people, 
like Tygers,afceran inhumane manner fall upon 
him, not conſidering in the leaſt, that nor three 
days before he was no lels then an Emperour, 
aowned with a Royal Diadem , whoſe frowns 
were inevitable death, was honoured, yea,adored 
of ail men, Their rage and madnels fitted every 
one with znſtrumears co execute their revenge : 
Some ſtruck him on the head with ſticks, others 
fll'd his noſtrils with dirt, others (queezed 
ſpunges upon his face ſoaked in humane and 
beaſtial excrements : ſome threw ſtones, others 
dict at him.An impudenc woman as he paſt, came 
running out with (calding water in her hand,and 
poured it on his head. All cheſe indignities which 
they exerciſed upon this poor Emperor, did nor 
latisfie their inſatiate revenge, but bringing him 
tothe Theatre, cook him down from the Camel, 
nd hung him up by the heels: yet did he behave 
himſelf like a man, by bearing patienrly whar was 
li&ed upon him, being never heard co cry out 
2gamſt the cruelty of his fate. All that he was

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heard toſay, was this, which he often repeated, 
Domine miſerere, Domine miſerere. Thus hanging 
up, one would have thought their malice ſhould. 


have ceafed ; but they (pared him not as long as |. 


he lived; for pulling his Coat from his body, 
they tore him with their nails... One more cruel 
thanthe reſt, ran his Sword through his bowels 
as he was hanging: Two others, co try whoſe 
Sword was ſharpeſt, cur him and gafhc him in ſe- 
veral places; and ſo ended his life miſerably, but 
was not ſuffered to be buried.

I ſlept nor, neicher did[ 
eat or drink : then did | hear my patlng-bell 
(having heard the day before my Funeral-Ser- 
mon) every ſtroke methought carried my ſoul one 
degree higher, being confident | had made my 
peace above. Whilſt I was in the depth of Medita- 
tion, and my ſoul breathing out this ſhort ejacu- 
lation.

{enlible of ſome approaching miſchief. Having been 
about five days ar Sea, one morning, juſt as the Sun 


| byanto gild our Hemiſphere with ls Golden rays, 


the Boatſwain made ws al urn our,& commayrded al 
Ee 2 hands 
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hands upon deck:coming alofr,I could not fee a man 
112 whoſe face there was not written the pale charat- 
e:5 of fear and amazement; which were the infallible 
marks of ſome ſudden and enſuing danger. Upon my 
firſt coming on board, I could diſcerna great many 
rednos'd fellows(a drunkards trueſft indic:um)bur the 
apprehenſion of prefenr danger had now exringuiſhr 
all choſe flaming rorches of cheir faces, wirhour the 
help of water : The faces indeed of the ftonreſt a- 
niongſt us, were ſo altered by this affrighrmenr, char 
we knew nor almoſt one another; loting our natural 
complexions,through the extremity of paſſion. One 
was at his prayers, thar never till then knew whata 
prayer was; another {hedding of briny tears, tomake 
room for more ſalt waters: for my own part, I found 
my ſelfnot much moved, having larely made my lelf 
acquainted wich deafſh, By this time I underſtood 
whar had paſt; rhar is, our Ship had ſprung a leak, 
and was ready to fink. Seeing every man in that po- 
ſkure, and char there required means, as well as pray* 
ers for our preſervation; Come (aid I, Gentlemen) 
fer us nor thus cry our, and never lend our aſſiſting 
hand ; lerus to the pump, and ler every one be im- 
ployed in this grand concern, Whereupon we all 
unanimoufly fell ro work: but as ir is uſual tn ſuch ex- 
rreams, we were all bite abour domes of nothing; 
what we began we left imperfe&,and tell ro another, 
afid ſo perfected nothing ro cur ſafery. Some were 
ſent down into the Hold, who quickly returiied tous 
with the ſymptoms of death in their counter:ances;for 
they ail with hefitarions and quivering of tongue, 
with words abruptly cr half ſpoken, tignified co vs, | 
tat 017 Ships wound was incurable, thar the _ 
, cCOmus 
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could not be ſtopr, but that we muſt inevicably pe- 
rich within ſome nunutes. Theſe words I received as 
from a Deaths-head, which never heard ſpeak be- 
fore;and truly his very looks would have ſuthciently 
declared whac meſſage he was abour ro deliver, viz. 
ruine and immediare de{truttion, Our lnexpreſhible 
fears bereaved us of the power of counſelling one 
anocher z neither did we know what was beſt tobe 
done. Qur Maſter commanded our Long-boart tv be 
caſt out, and wichall,ordered ſome eight Guns to be 
fwd, which merhought reſembled ſo many toles of 
my Paſing-bell, when I was delign'd _ by Sr, 
Sepulchres Charch in aCart, guarded by fellows whoſe 
viſages were the true reſemblance of the Saracens 
head on Snow=»1il, for terror, horror, and mercilefs 
proceeding; as to all which, theſe Canibals will our- 
viethat inhumane and bloody Nation. Every man 
indeavoured co ſhifr for himſelf, and I among the re(t 
(being loarh ro be drowned alone)leapr ſhorr of rhe 
boar, and fell into the Sea in Charontis Cymba ; bur 
neceſſity then forcing me to uſe treble diligence ro 
recover my ſelf, wirh much difficulty I.gor into the 
boat: I was no ſooner there, but another leapt down 
upon me, and had like to have beaten the reft of my 
breath our of my body: which I cook kindly enough; 


for] would have been content to have born them all 


on my back,nay, boar and all, fo thar I might have ' 
eſcaped with life. We were conſtrained to leave many 
of our friends behind us, and commicred our ſelves; 
fo the Sea, driving us we knew not whicher. Now 
were all our hopes daſhed,as well as our (elves,by the 


j waves;for we were almoſt in deſpair of humane help: 


for wgere left in the wide Ocean, which did nor at 
We - Eee3 Rt 
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rhat time weara finooth brow, but eontending with 
the wind, ſwelF'd into prodigious mounrains, which 
every moment threatned our overwhelming. How 
could ye expett ſafecy in an open Shaloup, when fo 
ſtately a Caſtle of wood, which we bur now loſt, 
could not defend ir ſelf, nor preſerve us from the jn=- 
ſolency of the imperious waves? We were many 
leagues fromany ſhore, having neicher Compaſs to 
uide us, nor provion ro ſuſtain us, being as well 
ary'd with cold as hunger. Several bags of Money 
we had withus; bur what good could that douvs, 
where there ts no exchange ? We could neither ear 
nor drink ir; neicher would it keep us warm, nor 
pnrckaſe ow deliverance. Therefore we may juſtly 
eſteem of money in irs own nature, as an imporent 
creatuye,a very cripple, znutile pondxs,an uſeleſs bur- 
den. Icould nor now imagine any thing could pre- 
ſ:rveus,leſs rhen a miracle: and as we were all finful 
creatures, eſpecially my ſelf, we could nor expet 
that nature ſhould go our ofher ordinary way to ſave 
ys. The waves indeed carried us up ro Heaven, 


Jam jam tacturos ſidera ſarmma pmtes, 


Neptune fyre at this time was very gameſome , for 
he play'd ar Tenn wich us poor mortals , make- 
ing a ware his Racket to bandte us up and down 
like Baſs: Somerimes we ſeem'd fo proud and lofty, 


being raiſed fo high, as if we had been abour to ſcale | 


Heaven; which the incenſed' Deicy perceiving 
£:emed again to throw us down headlong ro Hell, 
for roo much ambirion and preſumprion: yer I could 
hot fee, bur that the extremiry of our cogdition 
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pleaded for us, crying aloud for pity and com- 
paſſion, I nuw was filenr, commirting nw ſelſinro che 
hands of providence ; yer verily believing, tharthe 
invertion ofthe old Proverb appercained to me, thr 
being not born co be hang'd, I ſhould be drown'g. 
Commonly we are not {@ much mov'd with a clam = 
rous and imporcunate beppar, who hiunrs after our 
Alms with open moutrh,and makes rs and Cry after 
our Charity (as if we had rob'd him who begs of us) 
a With the filence of impotent and diſcated Lazaro's: 
thetc ſores ſpeak loudeſt co our affeſtions: ©? rate 
wera, tot ora; each wound is a gaping mouth ſtrenue 
ouſly imploring mercy ; the fight whereof, cannot 
but melt che moſt obdurate ſpetaror into a charita» 
ble compaſhon. This was our cafe, our miſery was 
louder chan our prayers, and our deplorable condi- 
tion, certainly was more prevalent then our imper= 
fetdevoutions, Inrthis moment of dearth, when we 
were withouc the leaſt expeCarionofanydeliverance 
the wind chop. abour, and drove back one Ship thac 
had over-run us:this was unquetianably Digitz; Dez, 
This Ship made cowards us, ad we what in us lay, 
towards it : The wind blew hard, and rhe inſulcing 
Sea, thar will not admir of piry, rofe high upon us; 
ſo thar we were farced to lave the water our of 
the boat wich our hars. Ic was my chance to fir on 
the weather fide; fain would I have exchanged my 
place, bur fuch complements are uſcleſs in a ſtorm; 


lo that I was conttrained co endure patiently the in- 
dignarion of my raging enemy. Butnow began 2 
other diſpair ; for with all our endeavours we could 
Not reach the Ship, nor ſhe us,alchough ſhe humg on 
the Leeco retard her courſe. Thus our pregnant hopes 
7 Ds brought 
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brought forth nothing but wind and water (for the 
Ship rode on furioutly before the wind; and we 
came afrer in prrſuir of her, as flowly as if an hedg- 
hcg had been running with a Race-horſe;)ſorthar we 
which before flattered our ſelves with an affurarce of 
ſafety, were as much confounded with a certainty of 
periſhing.In my opinion ir is berrer to have no hopes 
atall, than be diſappointed in chem : doubtletsc 
did reduuble the puniſhment of Tamtalw,.ro touch 
what he could nor raſte, Thar Mariner,who feeing a 
fatal necefliry for ic, is coutenred rodie in a rempeſ, 
would be exceedingly rroubled ro perith in a Haven, 


Tn Portz perire, In this very condition were we, ha- - 


ving a Ship near us,bur could not board her for ſtreſs 
of weather; ſo that ruine arrended us, though all che 
while we lookr ſafety in the face. Now did irgrow 
dark, whereby we could not ſee which way to row : 
rhough this was an evilin its own nature, yer acc:- 
dentally it became our benefit: for nar ſeeing ourdan- 
ger, we underſtood it not; bur redoubling our 
trenoth, we brake through the waves, and by rhe 
afliſtance of a lighr, which was in the Ship,we diret- 
ed our courſe truly ; and now did we find we were 
very neerher. As ſoon as we touchr her on the Lee-fide, 
the Sea-men, wirh the reſt in the boar, being more 
dexrerous in the arr of climbing than my ſelf, never 
regarding their exil'd Priſoner, (whom they ought to 
have raken charge of) got all up into the Ship in a 
mament, leaving me alone in rhe boar, By good hap 
they threw me our a Rope, which once had like co 
have deprived me-of my life, bur was now the preſer- 
ver: which [held faſt, ro keep the boar from ſtaving 
ot. Our boar was half fyll of water, -and rhe _ 
dafiit 
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| daſht it ſo violently againſt the Ship-ſide,that every 


ſixrh ſtroke ſtruck me down, fo that I had like to have 
been drowned(and did much fear it)in that epitome 
ofthe Sea. .ir would have vexed a man in my con- 
dicion,ro eſcape by ſwimming over a large Rzver,and 
coming aſhore,ro be drowned in a waſ1-bowl. Ar laſt 


mich much difliculry I gor aboard roo, The Maſter, 


Merchants, ©c, having fav'd their lives (even mira- 
culoufly) one would have thought they ſhould not 
have been ſo penſive as they were for the loſs of their 
goods. Thoſe which loft mnch,rook ic very heavily; 
thoſe which loſt lefs, their affliction was greater, ha- 
ving loſt all : I wasthe moſt glad, joy riding in tri= 
umph in my chearful countenance , having loft no= 
ching , nejrher could I any rhing , bur my life, Ha- 
ving eſcaprſo miraculoully, ir was unchriſtian-!tke 
romurmur at any loſs ; and as ridiculous,as ita man 
being reſtored colife, ſhould complain that his win= 
ding-ſheer had ſuſtained ſome damage by lying in 
the grave. The Ship wherein we were, was bound 
for the Canaries,the winde blowing very fair tor that 
coaſt, The ſecond nighr afrer our deliverance,abour 
ten aclock, having ſer our Watch, welaid our ſelves 
down to reſt , with che thoughts of miiich ſafery and 
ſecurity , bur it was otherwiſe decreed ; for abour 
one a clock we were forced to uſe all hands aloft, a 
m-ſt terrible torm beginning to ariſe,and rhe wind 
blew ſo furiouſly , that before morning weloſt our 
Bow-ſpric and Mizon : we durſt not bear the leaſt 
ſayl, bur ler che Ship drive whither rhe winde and 
waves pleaſed ; and before the next night, we cou'd 
hot indure our remaining Maſts tanding , but were 


neceſltated ro cut them by the board. Thus we were

rumbled up ant! down for four dayes, and as many 


nights,contending wich the waves in a Pitchr-batte! 
nor knowing where we were,ri'] our Ship ſtruck fo 
violently againft a Rock, thar rhe horrid noiſe chere- 
of would have even made a dead man ſtartle ; to 
which , add che hideous cries of che Sea-men, bear- 
ing a pard with che whiſtling windes & rearingSeaz 
all which togerker , ſeemed to me to be the rrueſt 
Repreſentation of the Day of Judgement. The Ship 
ftuck faſt ſo long between rwo Rocks,as rhat we hid 
time enough, all ofus, ro leap out; rhe only mean» 
left us for our ſafery. Weall gotupona Rock,and 
the Morning-ftar having drawn the Currain of the 
night , we found thar we were a very liccle diſtances 
from the ſhore; gerring rhereon,and ranging to and 
fro,we ar laſt eſpied a ſmall houſe,the ſight wherecf 
made us direct our foot-ſteps rhicher , ſteering our 
eourſe ſolely by the compaſs of our eyes: being come 
to the houſe , the Maſter thereof ſtood at rhe door ; 
we addreſt our ſelves to him in Englifp,bur his repli- 
carions were in Spaniſh , wich we underſtood not : 
wherefore I ſpake to him in Latine, in which lan- 
guage he anſwered me, Tam compte,tam prompte,both 
quaimly and readily.In that rangue I made a ſhift to 
rell him rhe ſad Illiades of our misfortunes. This no- 
ble Spaniard underſtood it better by our Icoks,than 
my relations; which made ſuch a deep itnpreflion in 
his foul , that his gravity could nar forbear the ſhed- 
ding of ſome few tears , fo that one would have 
thought he ſuffered Shipwrack as well as we. He de- 
fired us to come into his houſe, & refrefh our ſelves : 
whar lictle meas he had, ftew'd in a horſe-load of 
_ herbs, wich (ome porrage onely ſeaſoned by a = of 
| acon, 
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* |Bacoh,that bad ſery'd for that purpoſe at leaft ado- 


en times, he ordered to be fer before us ; being no 
wayes ſparing of his wine,berter than any I ever yet 
could raſte in Taverns; this good man berng nor ac- 
quainted with dafhings,drulcifyings,&c. Secing us eat 
ſo heartily, he cauſed angrher dith to be provided, 
which was compoſed of ſuch variety of creatures, 
that I thought he had ſerved us in as a Meſs, the firft 


Chapter of Geneſis : This Olla-podridra was 10 cooks, 


thatrhe diſtin&ion of each creature was ftzzc*d out of 
our knowledge. Having farisfied onr hungry fto- 
mache, he init all excepting my ſelf, detiring me 
to accept of whar kindneſs he could do me , for he 
confelt he rook much pleaſure in my ſoctery and 
diſcourſe, I was very well contented to entertain his 
profſer : in ſome few dayes he told me he was to go 
to Sea , being Caprain of a Veſſel that lay in Perim- 
bane, a ſmall 5ea»faring Town near the place of our 
Shipwrack ; and asking me whether I would go 
with him to the Indies (whicher he was bound, )I 
readily conſented , and in ſome few dayes after we 
did fail from thence , to perfe&t our intended 
Voyage. |

From Perimbaria , « ſmall maritine Town on the Spa- 
nith coaft , be ſets ſail with Captain Ferdinands 
Velaſquez bownd to the Eaſt-Indies ; but by the way 
meets with three Turkiſh Galleys , and by them is 
taken, miſerably abuſed, and impriſoned, 


j A? hour before day we left the Port , and failed 
along the coaſt before the winde ; about noon 
we diſcerned chree veſſels, whereupon we gave them 
chaſe : in leſs than two hows we gor up to them,aud 
then we could eaſily perceive thar they were Turkiſh 
Galleys ; whereof we were no ſooner aſſured , but 
we berook our ſelves co fliphr,making to Land with 
all ſpeed poſlible,to avoid the danger thar inevitably 
threatned us. The Turks underſtanding our delign, 
preſently hoiſted up all their ſails ,, and having rhe 
wind favourable, bore up ro us ſo cloſe, and gecting 
within a ſinall Faulcon-ſhor of us , they diſcharged 
theicQrdrance on us,wherewirh they killed eighr of 
our men,and4 wounded as many more;and fo barter» 
ed our Ship be{tde , thar we were forc'd to throw a 
great Gqtiantity of our lading over-board. The Turks 
in the mean while loft no time, bur grappled us 3 we 
on the other {1de , who were able to —_—_— 
thar on our valour & undaunted courage depended 
our lives, or loſs of liberty, with perpecual ſlavery, 
reſolved ro hghcir our, With this determination we 
boarded their Admiral , doing very eminent execu* 
gion 5 
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don; but being aver-powred with numbers, w® 
were fo overpreſt and wearied,that we defiſted from 
making any further reſiſtance : For, of 35 men we 
had aerſt, we only had remaining ten,whereof rwo 
died the next day, whom the Tzrks cauſed ro be cur 
in pieces or quarters, which they hung ar the end of 
their Main-yard for a fign of Victory, . Being taken, 
wewere carried by them to a Town called Mecas, 
and received by the Governor and Inhabirantrs, who 
expeted and waited the coming of theſe Pirates. In 
the company was likewiſe one of rhe chiefeft Sacer= 
dotal digniry;and becauſe he had been a lirtle before 
in Pitgrimage at the Temple of their Propher Mahe-' 
met in Mecs,he was honoured and efteemed by all rhe 
people as a very holy man. ThisMahomeran Impoſtor 
rid in a triumphant Chariot up & down the Town, 
covered all over with filk Tapiſtry, and with a deal 
of ceremonious fopperies , beſtowed on the people 
his benediQion as he paſſed along,exhorting themto 
return hearty thanks ro their grear Propher for this 
Victory obtained over us. The Inhabirants hearing 
thar we {were Chriſtians taken Caprives, fleckt a= 
bout us; and being exceedingly rranſported with 
choler,fell ro beating of us in rhar cruel manner, that 
TIrhoughr ica vain thing to hope to eſcape alive out 
of their hands; and all this, becauſe we owned the 
names of Chriſtians, When I was in England, ]juſt- 
ly was ſentenced to die for my villany.and now here 
onlyfor the bare profeſſion of Chriſtianity, I muſt 
not be ſuffered to live. This wicked Cecis ( as they 


called him inſtigated them on ro thoſe outrages they . ' 


commirred; who made them believe, thar the worſe 


they dealc with us, the more fayour and mercy they

ſhould receive from Mahomet hereafter. We were 
chained all rogether,and in that manner were weled 
in triumph ; and as we paſt along,we had our heads 
watht with womens Roſe-water,thrown down upon 
us from Balconfes, with other filth, in derifion and 
contempt of the name of Chriſtian ; wherein every 
one ftrived ,to be moſt forward , being inſtigated 


thereunto by their Prieſt, My ſufferings then,pur me - 


3n mind of my former withes , ro be as unfortunate 
Andronicus , miſerably afflicted here, that I mighc 
eſcape eternal corments hereafcer: I received in part 
the effect of my quondam wiſhes,no ways acceptable 
tomy preſent delires. Having tyred themſelves in 
rormenting us till the evening , bound as we were, 
they clapr us into the Dungeon, where we remained 
21 dayes expolrd ro all kind of miſery , having no 
otheriprovitio» allowed us,than alitle Oat-meal or 
Rice and v2ter , which was diſtributed ro us every 
morning, what inould ſerve us for that whale day : 
for variery lake, wehad fomerimesa ſmall quantity 
of Peaſe ſoak'd in water,

the mornivg the Goaler repairing to us, found 
|" of our miſerable companions dead, by reaſon 
of their wounds, which were many,and not lookt in«- 
ro, This madehim haſte to the Gxazz! 5r Judge, ro 
acquaint him of what had hapned; who upoa infor 
mation given,came to rhe priſon 1n perfon,atrended 
withOfticers and other people:where havino cauſed 
their irons ro be ftruk off, he ordered their bodies 
tobe dragged thorow the Town, and ſo caſt in rhe 
Sea. We that remained were chained alrogerker,and 
ſo led our of priſon unto the common place of (ale, 
to be fold ro him that ſhould give moſt. By reaſon of 
my ſtrength (which thoſe that lookr on me mighr 
argue,from the ſtreightne&andfirmneſs of mylimbs, 


being elevated by the Pole above a common or mid- 
le ſtature) I was firſt bought by one, whom ar the 


firſt ſight, I could not well cell whether he was Man 
er Devil ; for bis complexion was ofthe fame colour 
as the Devil is uſually rendred: ro ſay all in ſhorr,he 
was a Few. He earried me home to his houſe, where 
Ing ſooner arrived, but he markt me for his own : 

Mr 
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if Lreſted at any time,though ever (o lirtle, rhe py- 
niſhment he inflited on me was, three or four btows 
on either the belly or fouls of my feer ; which were 
doubled o;trebled according as he judged of my of- 
fence:my diet was ſuch as only ſerved to keep mea- 
live, In general he uſed me fo cruelly, that becoming 
deſperate , I once thought ir bercer reſolurely tocur 
the chread of my life, than ſpin it our longer inſo 
much wretchedneſs & miſery. Revenge too induc'd 


me to rhe undertaking of chis attempr, as knowing, 


him tobe the moſt coverous wretch living,and there- 
fore would even hang himſelf when he ſhould loſe 
whar-he payed for me : bur reconfidering my ſelf, 1 
made choice of a berter expedient, which-was ro pre- 
tend (whar Jinrended not) ro kill my (elf, [ml 
choice of ſuch a rime,when I was ſure ſome one or 0+ 
ther was fet to watch me; who perceiving thar I was 
abour ro deſtroy my ſelf, ruſhr in and pfevented me, 
and went forchwith ro inform my Maſter of whar he 


had feen;adriling him wichallto ſell me out of hand, | 


otherwife he would infallibly be a Ioſer by me. My 
Mafer raking notice of my countenance and beba- 
viour, reſolved ro pur his friends counſel in praiſe, 
and fo fold me to another, who fortunately proveda 
Greek, char in ſhew was a Mahometan,but cordially a 
Chriftian. Once more was [I delivered from miſeries 
that are hardly co be endured, and was imbarqued 
with my new Maſter in a Ship bound for the Eaſt-ln- 
dies.In the courſe chat we held,we fail'd with ſo prof- 
perous a gale, that in a very ſhort cime we arrived m 
view of theFort ofNiz;but ſeeing ſeveral veſlels lying 
before thar Fort firing againk ic in an hoſtile manner 
we 


My employment was conſtantly ro turn a hand-mill; 
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ſhapedour courſe ro Goa, where we arrived in ſafety. 


From hence we ſayled unto the River.Lgor : juſt as 
we were entriug irs Mouth , we ſaw a great Zrnk 
coming upon us,, which perceiving us robe few in 
number,and our Veſſel but ſmall, fell cloſe wich our 
Prow onghe Larboard-fide,and then thoſe that were 
in her,threw in ro us great Cramp-irons faſtned un- 
to rwo long chains, wherewirh they grappled us fait 
unto them ; which they had no ſoonet done, but in+ 
tontinently ſome ſeventy or eighty Mabometans jtar» 
red ourfrom under the Harches,thac rill chen had lain 
lurking there ; and pouring our their ſmall-fhor 
upon us, clapt us aboardin an inſtant. Thoſe tha 


| knew whar ic was tobe a ſlave co the mercileſs Tzrky, 


lcaptinto the Sea , whereof I was one © we were.nor 
far from land , ſothatic was not long before I gor 
fake to ſhore; ir was my Maſters misfortune (and 


truly I chink my unhappineſs , for he behaved him- 


ſelf ro me as ro ag of his familiar friends) being 
wounded, & ignorant in ſwimming, to be entomb'd 
inthe deep. There were ſome five or ſix more that 
eſcapt the danger of their enemies and the Sea, thar 
wading up to the Waſte in mud, landed in ſafety ; 
vith theſe I hid my ſelf in the next adjacent Wood. 
There was hardly one of us but received ſome hurr; 
and being now diveſted of all hope of help , we 
could nor forbear ro unman our ſelves by weeping, 
complaining againſt our hard deſtiny , rhat ſhould 
in lo fhorr a time bring us into fo ſad a diſaſter. In 
this deſolation we ſpent the remaining .rragical 
part :of the day, ; bur conſidering wich our 
ſelves, that the place was moorith , and full of ve- 
nemaus creatures , we berook our ſelyes to the 
Uage, ſtanding therein tip ro the middle, The next 
E Fft morning, 
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morning, by break of day, we went along by the 
River-{ide,unril we came roa liccle Channel, which 
we durſt nor paſs (nor knowing its depth ) for fear 
of Lizards, plenty whereof tary bor fighr of therein: 
we wandred ſo long to avoid this and the Bogs co- 
vered with ruſhes, which environed us abour, rill 
that we were forced to reft our ſelves,being ſo wea- 
ry and fo hungry,that we could not go one ftep far- 
the. Inthe morning awaking,four of our company 
lay dead, fo that there was only one remaining to 
bear me company: I now thought my condition 
worſe than if Thad hung at Tjburn,ſurrounded with 
a full Jury of fellow-ſufferers : my companion and 
I, with tears,fang the obſequies of our dead friends, 
expecting hourly our own diffolution: Their bodies 
wecovered with a lictle earth, as well as we could; 
for we were then ſo feeble, that we could hardly fiir, 
nay,nor ſpeak. In this place wereſted our ſelves,in- 
eending to bear our friends otiing ro their eternal 
reſt. S: me tour hours after this our reſolution,about 
Sun-fer, we eſpied a Parque rowing up the River: 

coming near us we hailed her, and proftrating our 

{elves on the gronnd, beſeeched rhofe that were in 

her to receive us on board. Amazed to ſee us in that 

poſture on our bended knees, and hands liired upto 

Heaven,they ſtopt: our cries tor ſuccourreache their 

eares, Which obtained commiſeration from their 

fhearts; ſo taking us in, they carried us with them to 
Lugor, where abour Noonnexrt day we landed. The 

people arefeartul black like the Devil, whom they 

ſuperſtitiouſly worfhip, in the form of a bloody 

Dragon:They have many Idols amongſt them which 

they hold in greateſteem, as aRam-goar,a may 

WI, 
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Owl, a Snakegor Dog,to whom they ceremoniouſly 
bow or kneel, groveling upon the earth,and chrow- 
ing duſt on their faces;they offer Rice, Roors, Herbs, 
and the like,which is devoured by the Witches; chefe 
devilliſh creatures being both feared and eſteemed 
by the Savages. The female ſex, againſt the appear» 
ing of the New-moon, aſſemble upon a Mountain, 
where turning up their bare bums, they contemptu- 
ouſly defie rhe Queen of Heaven, who hath chis de- 
ſpighr ſhewn her, becauſe they ſuppoſe her the cau- 
ſer of their monthly-courſes. They are much given 
tonovelries,amongſt which dogs are of very great 
value with them: Inſomuch, rhar whilſt I was there,l 
faw fix flaves exchanged for one Exropean Cur, 
They abound wich the choiceſt of natures bleſſings, 
4 health, ſitengeh, and wealth, bur are very inhu- 
mane and uncivil ; for they delight much to feed on 
mans flefh, earing it with more farisfattion than gny 
aher food, Upon my firſt arrival, I did vor rightly 
underſtand their meaning by feeling my fleſh,. bur 
when I was informed, char like Butchers, they felt my 
flank ro know how fat I was, they never touchrt nee 
afterwards with cheir fingers, bur I fancied my felt 
ether boiledor roaſted, and that their hands, my 
bearers,were conveying me to the open Sepulchres 
of their mourhs, ro be entombed in the gut- 
rumbling Monument of their bellies : where- 
as other Anthropophagi content their appetites 
with the fleſh of their enemies, theſe cover 
moſt their friends, whom they imbowel with 
much greedineſs, ſaying, they can no way betrer

deareſt friends and relations into themſelves, as in

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opinion) g bloody ſophiltry. Tris a very truth , of 
which I was an eye-witneſs, they have Shambles of 
men and womens Biefh, joynred and cur into ſeveral 
Pieces fr for dreſſing. Ir is uſual for fome, either 
weary of life ,, or ſo tick they have no hopes of reco- 
xery , to proffer themſelves to rheſe inhumane Bur- 
chers,who returningchem thanks, diflect or cut them 
out inro ſmall parcels, and fo are fodden and eaten, 
Ir is a cuſtom among them,when they would add to 
their beauties(deformicy )co flaſh their faces in ſeves 
ral places. They adore thoſe two glorious Planets, 
the Sun and Moon, believing they liveinMatrimany, 
They are much addifted ro rapine and theevery, 
and they chuſe ro commir any villany rather by day 
than night, becauſe they (uppoſe thereby the Moon 
and Stars will never give teſtimony againſt them. 
Theicheads are long,and their hair curled, feeming 
rather wool rhan hair: Thetr ears. are very long, 
being extended by ponderous bawbles they hang 
there, {iretching rhe holes to a great, capacity. Both 
men and women hideoutly flaſh rheir fleſh in ſun- 
dry forms ; their brow:, noſes, cheeks,arms, breaſts, 
back, belly , thighs and Tegs, are pinkr, and cutin 
more admirable (than amiable) manner. They con- 
2emn apparel , and indeed , the heat of the Climare 
will not permir them to wear any ; very few have 
nothing on to cover their ſecrets. Moſt have but 
oneſtone , the other 1s foxced away in their infan- 
cy , that Yer s mav not Cog much allure chem from 


Marital exploits: wherefore the women rake great 
cteliphr in firangers. One of them fo ſtrongly be- 
ieged my modetty , thar more for fear than love, I 
yielded ro her incontinency : I was diſpleaſed at no- 
thing but the fiphr of her ; for her fleſh , no "__ 
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IWitty Extravagant. DS 
could be ſofter. There are in this place great quan® 
tity of Lions, which in dark weather uſe great iubtt» 
lity ro catch and ear ſome Savages : They agzin 1: 
the day-time dig pits , and covering thera with 
boughs,dorrain the couragious Lions thither, where 
they receive deſtruction , eating them to day , who 
perhaps were Sepulchres to their friends or parents 
the day before. I have (cen thete weli-bred people 
deſcend in a mormwing from the Mountiatus,adorned 
with the raw gurs of Lions cr other wilde v<afts,ſer- 
ving for an hour or rwo for chains ur neck-laces,and 
afterwards for rheirbreakfatt ; of which good chear, 
if[would not participate, I mizht falt for them : fo 
thar my ſqueamiſh tomack was forc'd to give en- 
tertainment to that unwelcome gueſt, ro keep ſtar 
ving out of doors. The Ship that brought us hither, 
was now ready to fer ſatl, being bound for Goa, the 
Maſter whereof was a Portegal,who underſtood La- 
tine and French very well, of which I was nor ignu= 
rant : I addreft my felfro tim in the French tongue 
deliring him to accept of mine and mv Comerades 
ſervice; which he condeſcended ro with nuwuch wil- 
linznefs. Ar Goa we ſtayed nor long, bur from thence 
patling rowards Szrrat,a vehement and unexpected 
form averrook us, for three dayes raging inceilant= 
ly, fothar rchofe which were acquainted with thoſe 
parts,very much feared an {Jero-cane,a rempeſt com - 
monly of thirty dayes continuance,and of fuch fury, 
tar Ships, Trees. and Houſes periſh unavoidablyin 
It: once in nine years , it ſeems, ic fails nor ro vilit 
them. Ic chanc'd,thar my Comerade being heedlcfs 
and unexperienc'd in Sea-affairs,was wz'hr off by a 
FayeintotheSea.and fo was buried in the large and

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deep grave of che vaſt Qcean; a ſure treaſyry for: 
rhe reſurretion. The foulnels of the weather forc'd 
a Junk-man of War, full of deſperate Malahars, a 
bloody and warlike people, in view of us; but the 
Seas were too lofty for them ro board us. Aﬀer 
three watches, the Sex changed colour , and was 
calmer; and by-theſwimming of many ſnakes a+ 
bout our Veſſel, the Sea-men knew we were not 
far from ſhore, landing ſhortly after ſafely ar Szrrat, 
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CHAP. LXIX. 


From hence he ſetſa;l, ro Swalley-Road, «xd ſo frons, 
thence coaſted till be arrived at Pelyn a Town tha 
belongs tothe Malabars: be gives an account of whas 

 .hetbere ſaw and, obſerved, 


Ome two hours afcer we ſet ſail, we were becal- 
med, having not the leaſt breeze of winde, the 

weather wichall being exceeding hot and ſultry : at 
length we arrived in Swalley-Road,where was riding 
an Engliſh Veſſel; there wecaſt anchor, the Engliſh 
mencame aboard of us, whom our Caprain wel- 
comed with the beſt of his-entertainmenc. I could 
nor forbear embracing my dearCountry-men,fhew- 
ing them ſo many demonſtrations of joy, that by 
their-looks, they, ſeemed ro queſtion whether I was 
in my right wits, Their Maſters-mate calling me a» 
ſide, askt me, how I came to be ingaged in this Veſ- 
ſe}? how long ſince I came from Ezg/and? wich many 
other queſtions roo redious here torelate. Toall 
which I gave him ſuch ſarisfatory anſwers, thar he 
ſeemed very well pleaſed. I gave him s ſummary re- 
lation of wharlhad ſuffer'd,fince my departure from 
my.own Country; the report whereof, ſeemed ro ex= 
tat much piry from him. In fine, I cold him, 1ha4 
a great delire co ſee England again, and rothar end 
deficed him to make uſe of whar intereſt he coyld,to. 
removo me into their Ship : he promiſed he would; 
and agcordingly giving a Preſent to @ur Captain, he 
WT AA F ffs {0 
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fo far prevailed upon him to let me go,and perſiva: 
ded the chief of whom he was concerned withal , to 
entertain me , which they did with much willing- 
nefs. I was ſo like a Sea-man in this ſhorr rime, rhar 
none could diftinguiſh'me from one rhar received 
kis firft rocking in a Ship. Icarried abour meas 
deep an hoguo of Tarpawlin as rhe beſt of them,and 
there was no term ofarr belonging roany parr of 
che Ship orrackling,bur whar I underſtood. I could 
drink water thar ftunk. (as If ({erczts haumanum had 
been ſteepr rwoor three days in it) as well ag any of 
them , and ear beef and pork (thar ſtirred as ific 
had received a ſecond life, and was crawling our of 
the platter ro ſeek our rhe reſt of his Mentbers) [ 
ſay , Icould devour 'it with as much greedinefs 
{{corning that my apperize ſhould be ever again 
tixed with any of thoſe Epicheres , either nice or 
{1vea miſh) as if it had been bur nine hours , iniftead 
of nine Months, jyfalr. And'to make me rhe more 
complear,]T had forgor to waſh either hands or face, 
&r 'what the nife of a comb or ſhirt was,neither did | 
know how to undrefs my ſelf; or if wer ro rhe skin.zo 
make uſe of any other means than my natural heat 
to dry my ſelf: T never lookr on' a har or band , bur 
as Prodigies. Bur to-return to my! purpoſe , where 
iHefr off. In three days time we ſer (ail for Swaley« 
Rvad, Reering our courſe from them all along; rhe 
coaft of Indiz,- Decan, and Malubar, '] knew not 
hither they intended , neither did I care now, 


w6 thinking my ſelf ſafe , being amongit ny friends : 


on'the 20 of April, ſevendays from our weighing 
anchor 1n Swalley-Road , we came to an anchor af 
Behr, a Town' ef-the Malpbars : We durit not 
Land , the people being forreacherous and bloody ; 
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et we ſuffered them ro come aboard us in their {mall 
Canoos, ſelling us for any trifles,Coco-nurs, Jacks, 
Green-pepper , Indian-peaſe, Hens, Eggs, andthe 
like. They brought us likewiſe Oranges of fo plea- 
fanta raſte,rhe rinde yying with the juice, which ſhall 
become moſ? grarefu] ro the palate: We had likewiſe 
from them Planranes.a fruitſuppoſed by ſome.,rto be 
that which Eve was rempred wirhal;if a man gathers 
them green, yer will they ripen afterwards,coloured 
with a dainty yellow : the rinde or skin will peel off 
with much facility ; they melr in the mouth, giving 
2 moſt delicious rafte a:1d relifh, Theſe Malabars 
are coal=black, well limb'd, chetr hair long and cur- 
led; abour their heads they only rye a finall piece of 
lmnen , bur abour rheir bodies norhi::g bara liccle 
doth which coyers their ſecrers. Norwithſtanding 
their cruelry & inhumaniry, we mar:'d out our Jong- * 
boar,and 15; whereof I was one, vent athore, carry- 
ing ſome Muskers and Swords 1th vs, ſuſpeting 
the worſt: Landing,chey fle:l from 1s, but nor with- 
out ſending tood ftore of pop ſyned arrows & darts 
amongſt us. Ir is no wonder thar theſe people are 
ſo black, for they live under the ſcorching fire of the 
rorrid Zone. We returned to our Ship , finding 1c 

noway ſafe to ftay here longer ; nexr morning holt- 

mg ſail,vie*ameroCanavar,where we met withpeo=- 

ple more civil. whereupon we landed;and receiving 

things from the i'thabicanrs of conſiderable value,for 

toys and rrifle« we gave them in lieu, we reſolved ro 

ſtay here a while. The betrer ſorr of theſe people are 

call dN3iro's, whoſe heads are cover'd with a low tu- 

lipant, & theic middles with a party-ccloured Plad, 
zefembling a Scorch Plad * The pooter ſort have no» 
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90 The Engliſh Rogue : Or,' 
thing but a ſmall vail over their privities , wholly 
naked elſewhere ; which vail or flap the wamen in 
courtefie will cucnafide , and ſhew a man their Pu- 
denda,by way of gratitude for any courtelie received, 
as if chey would render fatisfation wich chat,which 
could never receive plenary ſarisfattion ir ſelf. They 
have a ſtrange cuſtom in their Marriages , obſerved 
among them by the higheſt to che loweſt : .who fs 
marrieth,is nor to have che firſt nights imbraces with 
his Bride , bur is very well contented to beftow her 
' Maiden-head on the Bramiri, or Prieft, who do not 
alwayes enjoy ic, being glutred wich ſuch frequent 
offerings , and therefore will many rimes ſell chem 
ro ſtrangers. Such a proffer I had once made me, 
and with ſhame I muſt confeſs , I did accepr ir, for» 
getting thoſe ſacred vows I made in Newpete,rolive 
a more pious, ſtrict and ſober life. The Bride that 
night, was plac'd in one of their Fanes, as its cuſto» 
mary , the Prieſt or Bramiz coming to her ; but in- 
ſtead thereof, according to agreement between this 

Prieftly Paynim and my felf, I went: I wondred ro 
find her ſo low of ſtature, bur I did not much matter 
it then, minding ſomerhing elſe ; which having per= 
formed,I departed. The next morning I had a great 
deſire ro ſee her, but was amazed ro ſee her ſo young, 
believing ir impoſſible (though I knew the contra- 

ry)achild (for I may fo call her , being bur ſeven 

years of age) could be capable of mans reception at 
thar render age. Afcerwards,I was informed,it was 

tiſual for chem ro marry fo ſoon firſt, being extream- 

Iy ſalacious and leacherous, and as fr, nay,as prone, 
© enjoy man at that age, as Europeans at fourteen, 

Next, they extreamly honour Wedlock, ——_— 
tizat

that if any of their children die whilſt very young, 


they will hire ſome Maiden to be married ro him, 
and ſo lie with him the night after his deceaſe. So 


ſoon. as we arrived (which is a cuſtom rhey uſe toall 


ſtrangers , of whar Country ſoever) we had preſen= 
ted us choice of many Virgins ; our Boat-ſwain chuv 
fing one he fancied for a tmall price,ſhe guided him 
t0a lodging, where if he would have ſtayed ſolong, 
ſhe would have performed his domeſtick affairs , as 
well ar board as bed,diſcharging her duty very pun= 
ually : bur he thar undertakes any ſuch rhing,muſt 
be very wary thar he be nor venereally familiar wich 
any orher woman , leſt tbar ſhe with whom he hath 
contraſted himſel# for ſuch a time, doth recompence 
hs inconſtancy wich mortal poyſon. Ac his depars 
ture, her wages muſt be paid ro her Parents,whore- 
turns then with much joy, and they receive her with 
as much credir and oſtentation. The chiefeit a:nong 
them hokd ica very great courtehie , if aiy one will 
favethem the labour,pain and trouble,Þy accepring 
the Hymeneal rites of his Bride. 1 ſhould have rold 
the Reader, char the Bremins are ſo much reſpected 
and eſteemed by rhe commonalry , that if any of 
them gers their wives or daughters with child, they 
believe rhar off-ſpring to be much holier rhan their 
own, being extrated from Pagan piety. Their Fu- 
herals; they celebrate afrer this manner: Brivging 
the dead corpſe near to their Fanes or Churches, 
they conſume ir to aſhes,by fire made of ſweer ſmel= 
ling wood, unto which they add cofily perfumes in 
Aromatick gums and ſpices : If the wife only (for 
here they will not hear of Polygamy )caſt not her 
{elf into the flames voluntarily , they look upon her 
LO be ſome common proſtitute, having nor any 
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92 The Engliſh Rogue : Or, 
thing commendable in her natural diſpoſition but 
if ſhe freely commiirs her ſelf co the flames, with her 
husbands carcaſe;ſhe from that noble a& (for ſviris 
efteemed of among theſe infidels)derives ro her me- 
mory , reputation and glory amongſt her ſurviving 
friends and kindred. They are deluded on ro this re« 
ſolution by their Bramins, who perſwade them by fv 
doing , rhey ſhall enjoy variety of perpetual plea- 
fares, in.a place thar is never diſturbed by alteration 
of weather , wherein nighc is banithr , there being a 
continual ſpring; neither is there wantingany thing 
thar ſhall raviſh each individual fenſe. This was ar 
firſt a ſtraragem invented by ſome long-headedPoli- 
tician,to divert them from murdering theirhusbands 
(which they were frequently guilcy of, by reaſon of 
their extream leachery and infatiate venery) ſo by 
thar means they were reduc's to that good order, as 
thac they tendered the preſervation of their husbands 
healths and lives equally with their own, * For my 
part , Icould wiſh the tike cuſtom enjoyn'd on all 
married Englith females (for the love I bear ro my 
own Country) which I am confident would prevent 
the deſtrution of thouſands of well-meaning Chri- 
fans , which receive a full topin the full career of 
their lives, either by corrupting their bodies by ve- 
nemous medicaments adminiftred by ſome preteded 
Doors hand (ic may be her Stallion)unto which he 
is eaſily perſwaded , by the good opinion he hath of 
his wifes great care and affeftion for him : or elſe his 
body is poy foned by ſucking or drawing in the con- 
tagious fumes which proceed from her contamina- 
ted body,occafion'd by ufzng pluraliries for her vene- 
real ſartcfaFion, 8 (a dies of the new Em 
Mets F 
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Oc Laftly , by pettiſh aud petulant behaviour , ſhe 
wearieth him of his life, and ar laſt is willing ro die, 
that he may be freed , not only from the clamorous 
noiſe of her tongue , bur rhat the derifion of his 
neighbours ,and icandal that the bath brought upon 
him , may nor reach his ears. That all ſuch mighr 
be mindful of their duty , I would have (were ir at 
my diſpoling ) theſe two lines fixt as a Motto to their

From Delyn he ſailed to Zeyloon s TFith twhat he there 
obſerved. 


T2 Iſle of Zeyleon is very famous , and not fat 
diſtant from the Point of Þndia,called Cape Come 
rein ; it abounds with all forts of odoriferous and 
Aromatical Spices;the people are Pagans,not own- 
ing a Deity : ſome though have heard of Chriſt, and 
others of Mahomet , but ſuch are rarely tobe found; 
They go naked , not compelled thereuntoby want 
or poverty,burt tmeer hear of the Stn. They are great 
Idolaters, worſhipping things in monſtrous ſhapes, 
On the top ofa high Mountain,they have ſer conſpi- 
cuoufly the Idaa of an horrible Cace-D.emon, unto 
which Pilgrims from remore parrs doreſort; and 
upon this account , a King of Zeylon coming , once 
gerided this Idol : another time, intending re make 
a ſecond repetition of his former derifion, rhe King 
was even frighted our of his wits ; for nor onely he, 
bur his attendants all ſaw how this Demon threatned 
him for ſo doing,by ſhaking a flamigz Cymeter,and 
rowling his ftery eyes, from his mouth gapi 19, ified 
out fiery flames ; wherear rhis King returiis with as 
much penitence as amazeraent , reſolving by his due 
refpect and worſhip for the time ro come , to make 
anatonement far his former errors. For my part, 
had I not believed there was a 1}evil, the fight of this 
horrid monſtrous repreſencation would have induc'd 
me into rke beliefthart this was on: really. They have 
in 2nother place a Chappel,in which they _ or 
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Devil (whom they call Dexmo) the height whereofis 
abour three yards , and uncovered : the wooden en- 
trance is engraven with hellifh ſhapes ; withingheir 
beloved Devil or Deumo,is enthronized on abrazen 
Mount : From his head iſſue four grear horns , his 
&ges of an indifferent proportionable bigneſs, having 
ſomewhar a larger circumference thantwo ſawcers; 
his noſe flat ; a mouth like a portcullice, beaurifted 
with fours rusks,like Elephants teeth; his hands like 
claws.,and bis feet not unlike a Monk&ys: beſide him 
ſand leſſer Dewmo's attending on this grand Pagod, 
ſome whereof are repreſented or pitured devouring 
ſouls, Every morning the Prieft waſherh them, nor 
departing till he hath craved their maledi&ion; and 
when he takes his leave, he is very careful of offend- 
ivg the Devil by ſhewing his poſteriors.and therefore 
goes from him rerragrade, ftedfaſtly fixing his eyes 
on the Idol. "Tis ſtrange thar a rational ſoul ſhould 
be ſo much infatuated, as to adore ſuch a monſtrous 
and ridiculous thing. The people in way of mutual 
love and amity,uſe ro exchange their wives; a thing, 
though much hared by the jealous Spanizrd , yer 


- would be very acceptable ro other Exropeans, or elſe 


to be rid of them alrogerher,who are the daily mur= 
derers of their content and quier. Polygamy , or 
plurality of Wives, is here permitted; and as the 
men are granted the liberty ro have more than one 
wite,ſo are the women allowed more than one hus- 
band. However , the woman hath the diſpoſaHeft 
her of her children, giving them co him ſhe hath 
the greateſt affeftion for ; which he receives, not 
queſtioning his intereſt or right (by generation) | 
wo the infant. | 
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Elſewhere the Fates decreed aC uckoPds br, 
To keep that child another man begot ; 
And by his joy therein he plainly ſhows, 


He thanks the man that pay'd thoſe debts he owes | 


But theſe She-Blacks in juſtice thought it fit, 
That he which got the child, likewiſe keep it : 
Therefore both Iqve and cuftom made it ſo, 
On the true Father they the child beſtw : 
By which good Law unto each man 'tirknown, 
That he doth keep no other child but's own. 
Fre this obſery'd in England, I durſt ſwear, 
Some whar-d'ye-lackswould Heirs toLords appears 
And half of what ſome own, muſt be conferr'd 
On ſuch who bave a Fathers name deſerv'd, 
Theſe Blacks dotax our women, forthey paint 
The Devil white, and make him ſeem a S2imt ; 
To let them know, they are far greater evils >; 
For faireſt females oft ave fouleſt Devils; 


We ſtayed nor long here , but having diſpatcht 
whar we came fur, we ſailed along the coaſt of Chi- 
romandel, and landed ar Meliapor, The peopleare 
much afcer the ſame complexion of thoſe of Dehz7 
only a lictle more diskte, and go in a manner naked 
20. Kereare likewiſe grear ſtore of Bramins, who 
are very bulte and induſtrious to inſtrud theſe poor 
Ignorant ſouls inthe perfe&t way to danmation z for 
which they have the honour and eſtimation of all 
conferred upon them. We man'd out our long-boat 
and went afhore z upon our landing,it was our hap 
r2 bz eye-wirnefles of one of their Funerals , whicl 
as perforrhed afcer this manner. The husband was 
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wiſe cloſely following after kim, atrended by her Pa- 
rents and children; mulick (ſuch as rhey have, which 
[cannot compare to that of rhe Spheres)playing be- 
fore, behind, and on each lide of her. She was dreft 
both neatly & ſumpruoully, roghe height of che rude- 
nels of their art;her head,neck,and arms(nor omiting 
her noſe, legs, and roes) each bedeckr and charged 
with Bracelers of ialver, 'with jewels every where a- 
bour her diſtribured : She carried flowers in her 
hands, which ſhe diſpoſed of ro thoſe ſhemer, The 
Prieſt going backwards before her, ſhewed her a ma- 
pical glaſs, which repreſenred to her fight whatever 
might be pleating ro her ſenſual appetite. The Bra-- 
min all along inculcating ro ker thoughts,the ſenfe- 
ravithing and affable joys ſhe {hall poſſeſs after her 
deceaſe; at which this poor de!uded foul ſmiled, and 
ſeemed ro be much cranſported, We followed rhem 
tillchey came to rhe fire, which was made of fweer 
odcriferous wood. As foon as her dead husband was 
committed to the flames, ſhe vohmrarily leapr in af- 
ter him , incarporating her ſelf with the fire , and his 
alhes : we wondred that the ſtanders-by would per- 
mir her thus ro deſtroy her (elf, imagining this rath 
ation proceeded from the ardency af her affe&ion ; 
bur perceiving-her friends ro throw in after her, jew- 
els and many precious things, with much exulcartion 
andexpreſſions of joy, we concluded this ro be the 
effets of cuſtom. Such as refuſe to burn in this man- 
ner,are immediately ſhaven,and are hourly in danger 
to bemurdered by theirown iſſue or kindred, looking 
upon them as ſtrumpetrs: and indeed many of them 


we fo audacioully impudent, that upon the leaft di-

rhe lives of their husbands. They are in theſe parts 
fo extreamly idolatrous, and fo over-ſwayed by the 
Devil.,that rhey adore a great Idol made of Copper [py 
gilded, whoſe ſtatue is carried up and down,moune | ( 
zed on a glorious Charrior , with eight very large 
wheels overlayed with gold; che afcenr or ſteps tothe | x;

O-Cerne or Mauritius , i$anlIfle ſiruate within 

che rorrid Zone, cloſe by the Tropick of Capri«- 
cors ; bur it is very ancertain unto whar part of the 
world it belongs, participating both of America,and 
bending towards the Afratick Seas , from Id: to 
Favs, This Ifle aboundech wichrwhar che uſe of ran. 
(hall require. The landing looking our ar Sea , is 
Mountainous : the circuit of this Iſland 1s about an 
hundred miles; it procreates an healthy and nou- 
riſhing air; the great quantiry of ever-flauriſhing & 
fragrant trees , dorhno leſs lenifie the burning hear, 
when the Sun enters into Capricorn, as helped by the 
ſ(weer mollifying breath of the Norch-weſt winde, 
when Sol again adheres to Cancer, Now as the tem- 
perature of that body is beft compoſed , thar parti- 
cipares indifferently of all che Elements, which either 


ſuper-abounding or wanting , begers defe&t ; Whar 


then ts the remperature of this place , whichis bleſt 
with,$ abounds in all,8& abortive in none? Warer is 
herevery plentiful,drilling ic ſelffrom the high rocks 
&rrickling down into the valleys , ſpreads ir ſelf in- 
82 yarious Meanders , till choſe ſweet and pleaſans 
Ggg 5 Waters 
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waters diſembogue themſelves into the lap of the 

fair Ocean. There is ſo great a quantity of wood, 

that we could hardly procure paſſage. Bur of thoſe 

many various Trees, we found none ſo beneficial ro 

us,as the Palmeto:this Tree is long,ftreighr, and very 

ſoft, having neither . leaves, boughs, nor branches, 

{ave at the rop, whereon there 1s a ſoft pith, wherein 

contifts the ſole vegerarive of rhat Tree ; which cur 

out, the Paimeto ina very ſhort time expires. Irs 

zaſte is much like a kernel of an Hazel-nur ; boiled, 

it ts like Cabbage. But the chiefeſt commodiry. that 

this Tree producerh, is rhe wine which iſſuerh from 

ir, pleaſant,and as nouriſhing as Muskadine or Alli- 
gant. Phus we procured fome thereof;coming where 
zwo or three grew together, with an augure we bo- 
-ed {6me ſmall holes in eoch, which immediately the 

Fiquor filledz rhen with a ſmall cane or quill we ſucke 
rhe wine our of one Tree; then we went to anorher, 
and from rhar to the rhird: by that rime we had 
crained rhe laſt, the holes in the rwo former were 
fall agaia. This courſe we fellowed fo ſmartly, that 
inlefs than an hour,rhree of us were fo drunk(wheres 
of 1 was fone of the ſobereſt): that had nor theſe 
Irees been near the ſhore, for oughr I know, by 
:he morning we might have feafted che wilde beaſts. 
Divers other Trees there be,ſtrong borh in thape and 
nature; one whereof (meerly our of curiofity ) 1 
muſt needs raſte,which for halfan hour ſo bir or ſtung 
my tongue, as if I had had my mouth full of Virriol, 
oc ipirir of Sal, Ir isa comely tree ro look on, but 
trings ſorth nor any thing, thatis good : this Tree 1s 
3n a manner naked roo, and.rhe body thereof as ſoft 
and penetrableg as new Cheetc: the form of the Tree, 
| its 
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ts uſeleſneſs ; witch thar hidden ſting it carries in ir, 


rogether with its ſoftneſs ; the luſt of which, invites 
me to cut theſe lines therein ; which my knife as ea- 
ly. perfarmed, as ro wrice a mans name witha ſtick 
on the ſand.. The lines were theſe :

in its operation. My ſweer tooth Jon'gd for a raſte, 
and betng very coothſome I did eat ſeveral;buc it was 
notlong ere my guts were all in an uproar,and were 
reſolved in this mutiny, could they have found way, 
ro charge my mouth with high treaſon , againſt the 
reftof my Members ; but they were at. laft concenc 
only ro diſcharge their fury through the Poſtern of 
their Micracofm ; which rhey did ſo furiouſly, that I 
was muchrafraid.my gurs havirg ſpent all their ſhor, 
they would have marcht our after. I had(in plain En- 
aliſh) inlets chan ix hours fixty tools, betides pur- 
ging upwards;and had nor we had a very :kilful Dr. 
Chryrurgeon of our Ship, I had unavoidably periſhr. 
Nature in-this IfJand ſhew'd-her prodigality of water 
and wood , correſponding, allo in every thing elſe a 
fruicful Morher labours to be excellent in, Here ſhe 
ſeems to boaſt , nor only inthe variety of feather'd 
creatures,but in the rareneſs of that yariety , which 


fhould 
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ſhould I run over bur briefly,rhe ſubje& is fo Iarge, 
thac by ſome Icannot bur be rhought roo redious, 
However , I ſhall lightly rouch thereon. Here,and 
here only is generated the Dods;for rarcneſs of ſhape 
contending with the Arabian Phenix, . her body is 
round and very fat, the leaſt whereof, commonly 
weighs above twenty pound : They pleaſe the ſighr 
more than;the appetite , for their fteſh is of no nou- 
riſhmenr,and very offenfiveto the ſtomach. By her 
viſfage (darting forth melancholy) ſhe ſeems to be 
ſenfible of rhar injury Nature hath done her , in 
framing ſogrear a body ,and yeruſeleſs,bur to pleaſe 
the eye; committing irs guidance to complemen= 
cal wings (for ſo I'm forc'd to call them) ſince they 
are ſo (mall and impotent, that they only ſerve to 
prove her an off-ſpring of the winged Tribe. Here 
are Bars alſo,as large as Gaſhawks. There is likewiſe 
grear plenty of Fiſh: among the reſt of moſt eſpecial 
nete,is the Cow-fiſh; the head rhereofnor unlike an 
Elephants, her eyes are ſmall,her body ar full growth 
abour three yards long, and one broad, her fins ex- 
ceeding licrle, her fleſh (being an amphibious crea» 
ture, living as well at Land, ſomerimes,as in the Sea) 
dorh raſte much like Veal. Some ſay rhar this Fiſh 
doth affe&t , and takes much delighc in the fight of 
a mans viſage. Aboutthis Iſland are flying fiſh , 
Dolphins , and Sharks. - One of our men impru- 
dencly ſwimming one day , the weather being very 
hor,in our fight a Shark came and bit off his leg,and 
parc ofhis thigh , and he thereupon ſunk ; we made 
out to ſave him, bur before we came, he was drown»

| Eighing Anchor, we ſteer'd our courſe for 
| Bentem , but being much firaicued by the 
way , for want of frefh water , we were compell'd to 
makeup to the firſt Land we deſcry'd. Though the 
darkneſs of the nigh blinded our eyes from ſuch diſ- 
coveries,yet flames of irenor far diſtant from us,vave 
us perfe& inref{igence that land was nor far off, That 
night we caſt Anchor fearing we mighr run foul of 
ſome Rock or ſhelf: Inche morning we ſaw a large 
track of Land before us, wot knowing whar place ic 
ſhould be. Our Caprain' commanded the Long-boar 
to be man'd out,to procure water, if any good were 
there: amongſt the reſt, I went for one ; for I was 
very greedy to obſerve novelties. Coming on ſhore, 
and ſeeing this Hill now and chan belch our flames, 
by my perfwafions I made my fellows forger for a 
rime their duty orerrand they came abour , ro make 


upon we all reſolved unanimouly to afcend the Hill, 
and wich much difliculcy we came fo nigh the top, 
that we heard a moſt hideous noiſe proceeding from 
the Concave thereof : ſo terrible ic was, that we now 
began ro condemn our raſn atrempt , and ſtood at a 
convenient diſtance , judging it the only medizm of 
our fafery, Whilſt we were chus in a de{rinm , not 
knowing 


ſome fnquiſirion into this miracle of Nature, Where- 
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knowing whar was the beſt ro be done;the Mountain 
was inſtantly poſſeſt with an Agzc-fit , & afterwards 
vomicingnp ſmoak & ſtones into the Air (which afo 
terwards fell down fn a ſhower upon ow heads) we 
choughr we could nor eſcape withauit a miracle: and 
whilft we were all ſtriving which way, with greateſt 
expedition,we might eſchew rhe danger, there roſe 
in the midſt of us ſuch an heap of earth, aſhes, and 
fire , with ſich kinde of combuſtible maccer, as that 
we all ſeem'd as ſo many moveable burning Beacons, 8& 
without any thoughts of helping each other , every 
one endeavoured to ſecure kimfeif, And although I 
was the laſt in the company,yer in this expedition ir. 


was much available ro me; for my companions ma= 


king more haſte than good ſpeed , tumbling down 
the Hill before me , fell ſeveral of them rogerher ; 


which locks lying in my way,obftructed my paſſage, 


& ſo ſav'd thebreaking of my neck, which otherwiſe 
would have been inevitable. In this prodigious con= 
flit, moſt of us loſt rhe hair of our heads, not with< 
gut receiving ſeveral batteries upon the Oxt-works of 
our bodies, Ar firſt ſight we were much afraid 5 bur 
the conſequence made it appear , we were not more 
afraid than hurt. We made a ſhift ro crawl] down the 
reſt of the way ; and having fixt our unadviſed feer 
on the bortom of che Mountain , we reſfolv'd we 
would never again pay ſo dearly for our curioftty, 
bur forchwich went in ſearch of ſome Spring , thar 
miphr ferve as well ro quench our cloarhs , as our 
thirſt, Whar we ſoughr for we quickly found; and fo 
filling our empryCask,we made what hafte we could 
aboard. The Captain and the reft ſteod amaz'd to 
lee us look ſo ghaſtly , and were yery a to 

now 
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know what was the matter with us ; we told thery 
ſuccin&ly what had happened,and what great dan» 
gers we underwent: inſtead of pitying us,they only 
tfaughr ar us for being ſuch adventurous fools. Ha- 
ving thus furniſhed our ſelves with whar we wanted, 
we (er fail again for Baum; where we ſafely arriv'd 
m a ſhort cime.

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Going afhore to Bantam , and obſervingthe Merchants 
what they did , taking up Goods wpoz credit ( as it is 
nſual inthoſe parts ) till the ſhip is ready to ſet ſail , he 
by a ſtratagem turns Merchant too, an ebeats a Ban- 
nyan , or China-Merchant. 


' A S foon as we came into the Harbour before 
Bentam,we preſently man'd out ourLong-boar 
and went aſhore , to acquajnt the Preſident what we 
were, and by what authority we came thirher to 
Trafhick, being impowered by the Eaft-India-Com- 
pany. We were received with much demonſtrations 
of jay , and nobly feaſted for three dayes rogether. 
Here note,that the houſe wherein rfie Prefident dwel- 
lth, is the receptacle for the whole Faftory, each 
man according to his qualiry having a dwelling 
within this houſe ſuitable to his dignity; the Factors 
all in general taking their daily repaſt wich che Pre» 
fident, In a weeks time I learned by obſervation the 
cuſtom ofthe Country, and manner or way of Tra- 
ding,our Merchant tdking up Goods daily ,and ſen- 
ding them aboard withour giving preſent fatisfacti- 
on;it being ſufficient thar he belonged co ſuch a Ship, 
and therefore muſt pay before he go, otherwiſe the 
King will arreſt the Ship , compelling him co make 
reſtitution or payment.

which they call a Mzck: ) ſo hor and ſharp was this 
Confli, that many were killed on both fides, bur 
more wounded. This accident alarm'd the whole 
town, but moſt eſpecially che Engliſh there refident : 
butat laſt, with much ado, this grand uproar was 
calmed. It was my goed fortune, har I wasnor then 
among them ,. otherwiſe I mighc have been made a 
ſacrifice among the reſt of my fellows. Bur I was 
fore-warn'd, having been pre-inform'd rhar ſuck 
broyls are uſual upon ſuch occaſions ; wherefore 
kept my ſelf our of harms way for that time.

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was cheretobehad , and a Whore to boor) afcl'ow 
came tome, With this Bannyas I cheated, and both 
of them with Creaſes, (a kind of Dagger of abour a 
toctand half long) would have ftab'd mie, had nor 
my friends prevented them , by ſtriking up heir 
heels; and afcerwards with their own Creaſes ſtab'd 


chem to the hearr. After this, we could walk very* 


quiecly without any diſturbance, going any where 
wichout any danger. 

B.ing very hot there, our uſual paſtime was to go 
up a lirrle ſaggll River (oyning tothe Town) four or 
five miles raſh our lelves : the trees ſo coveredir 
over like an Arbor, that the beams of the Sun could 
nor.penetrare it ; by which means ir was fine aud 
cool, which very much retreſhr our parched bodies, 
I never came afhore, bur I drank very immoderartely 
ot Pzence, Rack , Tea, &c, which was brought up in 
great China» Jug- holding ar leaft cewo Quarts: with 
every ſuch Jug there was brought in a Diſh of 
Sweermeats, nor of one ſorr,bur variety, and excel» 
tent good ; for which we paid a ſhilling Engliſh: 
and if you call'd tor another Jng, you paid no more, 
unleſs a Diſh uſher'd ir in. 

One houſe eſpecially I much frequenred, for the 
Indian womans ſake thart kepr it: for though ſhe was 
black , or rather crawny, yet ſhe was well-featur'd 
and well-fognr'd, having long black hair ( when ſhe 
unty'd che rrefſes) hanging down to her legs. She 


from the firſt ſhewed me as much kindneſs as could 


be expeRted from that lump ofBarbariſm:and I conld 
dilcerne her inclinations, (in the ſame manner as 4 
' man may from beaſts, when they are prone ro Ane« 
ration) bur' yerit went againſt my ſtomack to yield 
rohermorions. However, ſhe continued her love to 
we, nametipgime pay for any thing 1 call d for:and 


when |: 
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when there was noneceflicy of being aboard , ſhe 
would in a maner make me lie jn her houſe, (which, 
as their houſes commonly are,had bur one ſtory: the 
beds rhey uſe are a kinde of Quilr, hard ; for were 
they ſoft , the hotneſs of che Climare would cauſe 
them to be 'very deftruftive ro mans body , even 
melcing his very reins. Gold and Jewel; ſhehad 
great quantity, wich an houſe richly furniſhed after 
the Indian faſhion. For this conlideration,l perſwa- 
ded my ſelf ro marry her; and with ſeveral argu- 
mentsalleaged, I gained ſo mach conqueſt over my 
lf, thar 1 could kiſs her wicour diſgorging my 
ſelf: and by accuſtoming my ſelf ro her company, 
methought I began ro take ſome delight inic. By 
d:crees, intereſt ſo over-power'd me,that I reſolv'd 
to marry her. Thus many (nay moft) for Money, 
ſtick'not to = themſelves to the Devil. Having 
one niphr (lying rhere) ſeriouſly conſidered ofmy 


 refolution,and liking ir indifferent well,[ fell aſleep; 


but wonder'd when I awaked,ro ſee a thing lie by me 
all black,, as if ſhe had had a Mowrning-ſmock on. Ir 
ſeems ſhe could hold our no longer: I pretended ro 
flee from her; bur ſhe held me faſt in her arms, uſing 
what rherorick ſhe could to perſwade me to the con= 
trary. 1 ask'd her what ſhe meant? She told me in a 
lictle broken Engliſh ſhe had gor, that ſhe would Mo- 
ney me z marry me, ſhe meant : I, Money me, faid I, 
that I like well ; bur withour ic,: ler the Devil have 
married her for me. Iask'd her ſeveral queſtions,rto 
which ſhe gave me ſarisfation; and enjoyn'd her ſe- 
veral things, which ſhe greedily condeſcended to : 
whereupottT gave her rhe firſt-fruirs of her deſires.

aiming at nothing more than howImight complear-

; thar,l have done whatT intended, The reformation 
of others by my wicked example. For Vice is of 


Fich a Toady complexion, ſoill ſhap'd & deform'd, 


'thar ſhe cannor chuſe bur reach the ſoul co hace; (6 
Toathſome when ſhe is ſeen in her own naſty drefs, 
that we eannor look upon her but with dereftarion 
and horrour. Vice was cunning and curiouſly 
painted when I fell into her ſcabbed embraces, nefj- 
ther could I have ever known her foulneſs and rot- 
renne(s, had I not tried whether her (ſeeming) fair- 
neſs and ſoundneſs were real. Believe me, ſhe is no 
ways that ſhe appears to be; therefore be not delu- 
ded by her: butler my Life be co the Reader, as « 
friend fal'n into a pir, thar gives warning toanorher 
ro avoid the danger. So admirable hath Pro- 
vidence diſpoſed of the wayes of man, thar e+ 
venthe ſighr of Vice in ochers,ts like a Warning-ar» 
row (hor for us to rake heed. Vice uſually in her 
oreareſt bravery,publiſherh her ſelf fooliſhly, chink+ 
ng thereby ro procure a Train; and then ic is, that 
the ſecrer working of Conſcience makes her rurn 
her weapons againſt her (elf, and ſtrongly plead 
for her implacable adverfary Vertue. We are fre- 
quently wrought ro good by contraries; and foul 
as keep Vertue from the charms of Vice, An ancl» 
ent Poer writ well to this purpoſe, thus :

There is no betrer way tocorrett faults in our 
ſelves, than by obſerving how uncomely they appear 
in others. Atrer a fir of drunkenneſs, my conſcience 
wou'd uſually accuſe me,and many rtimes,after con 


vitment, would paſs ſo ſevere a ſenrenceofcondeme 


nation on me, that my own hands have oftentimes 
b-enlike to prove my Execurioners. Conſidering 
wichin my ſelf what ſhould berhe cauſe of this trous 
ble and felt loathing, I found is proceded from no o= 


- ther reaſon than the obſervation of others in the like 


beaftly condicion , and how noiſom ichath rendred 
them co all. The firſt thing thar made me abhor a 
Cholerick paſſion, and a ſawcy pride in my ſelf, (of 
which T was too guilty) was the ſeeing how ridicu« 
lous and contemprible they rendred thoſe that axe 
infeſted with them. Beſides, thoſe rhar are thorowly 
experienc'd in navigation,do as wel know thecoafts 
as the Ocean; as well the ſands, the ſhallows,and the 
racks, asthe ſecured deprhs in the moſt dangerleſs 
channel:ſol chink thoſe char would arrive toasmuch 
perfe&ion as they are capable of enjoying here,muſt

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as well know bad, that they may abtrude or ſhun it ; 
as rhe good , that they may embrace ic. And his 
knowledge we can neither have fo cheap,nor ſo cer- 
rain,as by ſeeing it in others:for under a Crown you 
may buy the whole experience ofa mans Life,(as of 
mine ) which coſt ſome thouſands ; though me no 
more hundreds than whar I borrowed of rhe world, 
having ofmine own nothing originally, If we could 
paſs che world wicheur meecingY3ce,then the know-= 
ledge of Vercue onely were ſufficient : bur it is im- 
poflible rolive, and not encounter her. Vice is asa 
god in this world:for as ſhe ruleth almoft incontrol- 
lably, ſo ſhe aſſumes ro her ſelf ubiquicy, we cannot 
go any where,bur rhat fhepreſents her ſelfro the eye, 
&c. Tany be unwittingly caſt thereon, ler him ob- 
ferve for his own more ſafe diretion. He is happy, 
that makes another mans vices ſteps for him ro climb 
ro his eternal reſt by. The wiſe Phyſitians make poy- 
ſon medicinable; and even the Mud of the world,by 
the induſtrious{yer ingrateful) Hollander, is turned 
to an uſeful fue). | 

If (Reader) then thou lightſt here on any thing 
that is bad, by conſidering the ſorded ſtains, either 
corre thoſe faults thou haſt . or ſhun rhoſe thou 


 mightreſt have, Thar Mariner which hath Sea-room, 


can make any wind almoſt ſerve ro ſer him forwards 
in his wiſſted voyage:ſo maya wiſe man take any ad- 
vantage to ſer himſelf forward ro the haven of Ver- 
rue. Man, afſoon as created, had rwo great ſuiters 
for his life and foul ; the one Vertue, and: the other 
Vice: Virtue came inthismanner,and rhus artended; 
Truch ran before her naked, yer couragious ; after 
her followed Labour, Cold, Hunger, Thi:ſt, Care 
and Vigitance;theſe poorly arayed,as looking upon 
zr eafeemly ro go finer than their Mittrifs , who as 


plainly

plainly and meanly clad,yercleanly:yet her counte- 
nance ſhew'd ſuch a ſelf-perfeRtion, that ſhe might 
very well emblem wharſoever Omniporency could 
ks moſt rare. Modeſt the was,and folovely,that 
whacrſovever lookr on her face ftedfaftly,could not but 
infoul himſelf in her. After her followed Content, 
enricht wich Jewels,and overſpread with Perfumes, 
carrying with her allche rreaſure and maſſie riches of 
the world. Then came Joy, wichall effential plea- 
ſures :nexr, Honour, with all the ancient Orders of 
Nobilicy,Scepters, Thrones,and Crowns Imperial. 
Laſtly,Glory,whoſe brightneſs wgs ſuch,(which ſhe 
ſhook from her Sunny rrefſes)that ic dazled the eyes 
of her beholders, ſo thar they could never. truly de= 
ſcribe her. In the rear came Eternity cafting a ring 
abour them, which like a ſtrong Inchanrment made 
them ever the ſame, Vice ſtroye not ro be behind= 
hand with Vertue ; wherefore ſhe ſers out roo, and * 
inthis form : Herpre-curſor or fore-runner was Ly- 
ng,2 painted houſwife,of a ſmooth, inſinuating,and 
deluding rongue,gaudily clad all in changeable; bur 
under her veſtmenrs ſhe was full of ſcabs and Iloath- 
ſome ulcers, Her words ſeem'd exceeding pleaſant, 
promiling ro all ſhe mer whatſoever could be wiſhr 
for, in the behalf of cher Miſtreſs Vice. On this hy=- 
pocritical Quean Wir waited: next him,a Conceit= 
ed fellow , and one that over-ſwayed the Fancie of 
man wich his pretry tricks and gambals. Sloth and 
Luxury followed theſe, ſo full, that they were then 
ready to be choaked with their own fat. After theſe, 
followed ſome Impoſtors,to perſonate Content, Joy 
and Honour,in all cheir wealch and Royal dignities. 
Cloſe after theſe, Vice came her ſelf,ſumtuoully ap- 
parel'd,but yer anaſty ſurfeiced ſlur; ber breath be- 
ing ſo infeCttous that he which kiG'd her was ſure to 
| | | periſh. 
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periſh, Afcer her followed ſuddenly Guilc,Horror, 
Shame, Loſs, Wanr, Sorrow, Forment; and theſe 
were charmed wich Ecernity*s Ring, as theformer, 
| And thus they wooed fond Man,who raken with the 
ſubrile cozenages of Vice, yielded colie wich her; 


whereby he had his Nature ſo empoyſoned, that his 


ſeed was all viciated and conraminared; and his cor. 
ruption even. to this day isftill convey'd to his un« 
done poſterity. It is mans folly,onely co look on the 
fore-runners cf Vertue , which are very poor , as 
Cold, Hinger, Thirſt , &c. but nor to conſider het 
florious atrendangs that follow after , as Content, 
| my Honor, and Glory. We fancy Vice for her 
onrtſide, not imagining what ſhe is when ſtripr ofall 
herGauderies. 

If you then intend to enjoy for your portion & 
Kingdom hereafcer,adhere nor tothe allurements of 
Vice; for the will ſoon perfwadeyou to be an uns 
chrifc, ro ſell your Inhericance whileſt ic is but in Res 
verlion. Bur hearken to Vertue's counſel; ſhe will 
teach you how to husband all things well, foasto 
become a purchaſer ofnoleſsthan Joys crernal, 


Fortunes'favors oft do fade, 
To thoſe that in her arms do ſleep © 
Shelter your ſelves in ÞPertue's ſhade x 
She crowneth thoſe that do ber reap, 
For though darkned, you ntay ſay, 
When Friends fail, and Fortune frown, 
Though Vertue is the rougheſt way, 
Tet proves at night & bed of Down, 
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Hus have I given veua ſimmary account of 
| my life, from the Non-age to the Meridian of 
my days. If there be any expreflions either @uri- 
lous or ubſcene , my onely deſign was to make Vice 
appear as ſhe is, foul, ugly, and deformed : and I 
hope, hethat hath ſenſe will grow wiſer by the folly 
that is preſented him; as Drunkards are often cu- 
red by the beaftlineſs of others thatare ſo. The ſub- 
jet would nor permir to be ſerious , neicher would 
ic have been ſuitable ro our merry age, being gene- 
rally of Tzlly's minde , when he faid, Lecitonem ſine 
ulla del: atione negligo: He hared reading where no 
pleaſure dwelt. 

As the dry light is pureſt , ſo have I endeavored 
tomake my ſlender Wir appear terſe and ſpruce, 
without the fulfomneſs of wanron lauguage. ItI 
have in any place tranſgreſt the bounds of modeſty 
by looſe expreſſions, you need not fear tobe offend- 
ed with their unſavoury breath, for I haveſperſumed 
it: bur if ir ſhould chance ro ſtink,ir is only to drive 
you from my former inclination and converſation. 
Ic is probable I may be alittle guilty, being nor fully 
cured of that malady I lately laboured under. For 
as the breaking our of itchand blains ſhews the bo= 
dy is not clear, fo foul and unrinſed expreſſions are 
the parulent exhalations of a corrupted minde,ſtai- 
ned with the unſeaſonedneſs of the fleſh.” 

| If any looſe word have dropr from (the Mindes 
beſt Interpreter) my Pen, 1 would have the Reader 
to paſs it over regardleſs, and nor like a Toad, only 


father up the venom of a Garden ; or like a Gold= 


finder, make ithis buſineſs ro dive in ſtench and 
excrements. However, very cautious I was inoffen= 
ding any;modeſt ear , (though fornerimes i cod 

y 
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hardly be avoided; the matter in a maner requiring 
It) becauſe I look upon obſcene expreſſions as the 
Plague on Paper ; and he thar comes berween the 
ſheerg, is in danger of being infetted. I ſhall aſſure 
od Inor more reſpected a'general good, by 
diſplaying Vice in general , to pur menour of con- 
ceit with iz, I ſhould nor have raken fo much pains,to 
be both blam'd and laughr ar,bur ſhould have wrapt 
up in ſilence my ſhame and infamy. For in truth, 
this Book may beara fimilicude wich the Amphis- 
bena,a Serpent headed areither end : one biteth the 
vicious temper of him rhar reads ir, and the other 
{tings him thar wroteic. Toconclnde, I care not 
though my wickedneſs and folly be ſer up as a Mo« 
nument co make my infamy erernal', fo thart the rea« 
ding of my Life may beany ways inſtrumental for 
rhe reformation of licentious perſons,
